Three Soldiers Wouoded—The Troops Re- 
tire—Indians Seen Within Three Miles 
of Silver City, New Mexico. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Wasuineton, May 25.—A telegram in 
regard to the recent Indian outbreak, of 
which the following is a copy, was sent 
to-day to the commanding generals of the 
divisions of the Pacific and of the Mis- 
souri: 

Use every exertion possible and call for 
all assistance of Federal troops you may 
require to suppress the Indian outbreak 
in Arizona and New Mexico. These out- 
rages must be stopped in the shortest 
time possible, and every precau tion taken - 
to prevent their occurrence in the future. 

By order of the Secretary of War. 

(Signed) R. O, Drum, 

Adjutant General. 

The above order is the result ofa con- 
ference between the President, Secretary 
of War and Mr. Oliver 8. Teel of New 
York, this morning. 

THE INDIANS NEAR SILVER CITY. 

Tucson, May 25.—A Silver City special 
says: This morning a man herding cattle 
on the hills within three miles of town 
was run in by a small band of Indians. 
Great excitement prevails in Silver City. 
A company of ‘olunteers organized and 
in afew hours were mounted and on the 
trail, which led north, but having no ex- 
| perienced men among them they were un- 
able to follow the moccasin and pony 
tracks on the rocky (mountain sides, and 
returned to town. Later in the day a 
second party started out with the ex- 
pectation of being able to accomplish 
something. It is reported that a company 
of cavalry from Fort Bayard headed the 
rendgades off and had a chance to fight 
them, but it is supposed the Indians were 
too numerous, and they retreated. he 
Indians have scattered into 
bands, and are said to be roving about ; 
different directions. 

A FIGHT REPORTED. 

LorpssurG, May 25.—Advices say 
is &@ report that the soldiers attacked the 
hostiles on Blue Creek yesterday after- 
noon. The Indians were in force. Three 
soldiers were wounded. The troops fell 
back. At 8p.m.the Indians had not 
crossed the railroad track. It is believed 
| they will be headed offin Animas Valley. 
Should they recross into Arizona it will 
be impossible for them to cross into So- 
nora without coming into contact with 
the troops and stockmen, who are guard- 
ing every pass. The cowboys of the South- 
ern Arizona ranges are pushing to the 
front from all directions, well 4 
for a long campaign. There are not less 
than 120 from Arizona and Southern New 
Mexico, all good trailers and dead shots, 
and they will follow the renegades en 
masse Or single handed, as the case re- 
quires. If they strike the trail before the 
Indians get into Mexico it will be fight to 
the death. Bucks, squaws and papooses 
will share alike. Extermination and no 
quarter is the order of the cowboys.

BaTTLEFORD, May 25.—A priest is just 
in with a communication from Pound- 
maker to General Middleton, who arrived 
here last night. Poundmaker offers to 
surrender unconditionally. His followers,

SAN FRANCISCO, May 25.—Senator John 
Sherman, who is visiting this city, was 
tendered a public reception this afternoon 
by members of the Chamber of Commerce;

In replying to the address of 
welcome, Mr. Sherman touched on the} 
silver question.

adjusted that they may trave) all over the 
world equal to each other in every land. 
To accomplish this silver must be pur- 
chased, coined and paid out at market 
rates or received in deposit at market 
rates and paper money issued for it. 
This will give a bi-metallic money good 
not only in San Francisco, butin New 
world.’”’

TRE PRESSYTERIANS. 


Work of the General Assembly Yes- 
terday. 
-May 25.—In the Presby- 
terian General Assembly this morning, S. 
B. Bell, D. D., of Missouri, offered reso- 
lutions against Sunday newspapers and 
committing the church to the policy of 
“what is commonly known as prohibi- 


tion.’’ These resolutions were referred 
to the Committees on Temperance and 
Church Polity. Bishop Foss, of the 


to aseat on the platform, and was re- 
ceived by the Moderator, the Assembly 
standing. The Standing Committee on 
Freedmen reported total receipts for the 
year $116,000. Under the care of this 
board are 198 churches, with 11,000 com- 
municants, 194 Sabbath schools, and 
13,000 scholars. During the year 1700 
members have been added to 
these churches. This afternoon Judge 
Drake’s Roman Catholic resolution is the 
special order of the day, the Assembly 
having previously adopted unanimously 
the report of the Judicial Committee, to 
which was referred Mr. Bradshaw’s appeal 
from the Synod of New York, recom-} 
mending that the appeal be dismissed, on 
the ground that previous deliverances of 
the General Assembly have left with the 
sessions the right to decide upon the 
validity of Boman Catholic baptism in 
particular cases. This appeal is based on 
the requirement of the Princeton Church 
that an applicant who has been baptized 
in the Catholic Church should be re- 
baptized. 

At 3 p. Judge Drakels resolution 
against Ao validity of Roman Cathelic 
baptism was taken up. He yielded the 
floor, asking that some opponent open the } 
debate, and that he be allowed to close. 
Dr. W. C. Alexander, professor in the 
Theological Seminary of San Francisco, 
spoke in opposition to the resolution. He 
said it was useless, as it would not be 
a deliverance, but simply an ex- 
pression of opinion of those voting. 
It was mischievous, since by passing it we 
make ourselves the laughiag stock of the 
world. It is more papal than all the. 
Popes combined. It involves a misrepre- 
sentation of the standard according to 
which a ‘‘Visible church’ is composed of 
wll those who y-rofesa true religion. This 
resolution denies the validity of a baptism 
administered to millions of persons who 
have come into’ the Protestant ‘Church 
from the Roman Catholic Church, and 
never received any other baptism. 

Dr. E. Nevins followed at some 
length, showing of what corruptions the 
Roman Catholic Church consisted. Dr. 
&chaff offered a substitute for the resolu- 
tion to the effect that the Roman Catholic 
Church,- though corrupt and _ teaching 
many unscriptural errors, yet retaining 
the holy scriptures and ancient ‘creeds 
with al] the fundamental truths of Chris- 
tianity, is still a branch of the visible 


church of Obhrist, and therefore 
the sacrament of baptism  ad- 
ministered by that church with 


the right to baptize is a true and 
valid christian baptism, which cannot and 
ought not be repealed. Dr. Schaff spoke 
in favor of the substitute, by showing 
from the history of the church that bap- 
tism administered in the name of the 
Trinity, with a proper intention, regard- 
less of the character of. the one adminis- 
tering it, had always been considered 
valid. Further debate was postponed 
until to-morrow afternoon.

WASHINGTON TOPICS. 


Award of the Contract ful Printing 
Postage Stamps. 

WaSHINGTON, May 25.—The Postmaster- 
General has awarded to the American 
Bank Note Company, of New York, the 
contract for furnishing postage stamps 
for the next four years at $10,151,682 per 
annum for ordinary stamps, which will be 
printed entirely by steam, and $244,279 


for postage due and other issues of stamps, 
making a total of $10,395,961 per annum. 

The gross bidsof the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, which was the next lowest 
bid, was $11,413,639, and the work was to 
have been executed by a combination 
of steam and handwork. Samples 
of the steam work of the American 
Bank Note Company were found to 
be fully equal to the requirements of 
the department. The price paid for ordi- 
nary stamps under the new contract will 
be 69 9-100 cents per thousand, as against 
91 9-100 cents under the present contract. 
Nearly four billions of stamps are re- 
quired annually to meet the demands of 
the service. The saving of thirteen cents 
per thousand during the next four years 
will show a considerable reduction in this 
item of expenditure. 

THE SEVENTEEN-YEAR LOCUSTS. 

Prof. Riley says the seventeen-year 
locusts, whose visit he has predicted, are 
harmless to growing crcps and will do.no 
injury except to twigs of forest and fruit 
trees. Wherever young orchards have 
been planted, on land which has been 
cleared during the last seventeen years, 
the trees are liable to suffer somewhat, 
but it is probable kerosene spray will pro- 
tect them. The ordinary locust, which is 
so destructive to growing crops, has jaws 
which cut, while the seventeen-year spe- 
cies, more properly called cicada, has only 
a beak, through which he sucks his nour- 
ishment.

OAKLAND MURDER. 
Dr. N. 1 eck Killed by H. F. 
Prindle. 


THE PRISONER REFUSES TO TALK. 


He Says Dr. Buck was Guilty of Unprofes- 
sional Conduct Toward His Wite— 
Conflicting Statements of Physicians- 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

San Francisco, May 25.—Dr. N. L. 
Buck, a well-known and highly respected 
citizen, was shot on his door-step last 
night by Henry F. Prindle, a member of 
Joe Hooker Post, Grand Army of the Re- 
public. The murder created intense ex- 
citement. Prindle was arrested. Dr. 
Buck had just returned from service at 
the First Congregational Church, which 
he had attended with his sister-in-law, 
|'Mrs. Peters. He had reached the door of 
his residence, when Prindle, who had 


been waiting for him, OH 8 in front of 
the two and said: ‘Is this Dr. Buck?’’ 
“It is,’’? replied the Doctor. Five shots 
from a revolver was Prindle’s rejoinder. 


All of them took effect, one in 
the neck, one in the left lung, 
and one in the head and _ two 
in the back. Dr. Buck fell to 


‘the ground and died without saying a 
word. After emptying his pistol Prindle 
stood quietly on the sidewalk. A police 
officer rushed up and said to him: ‘‘Are 
‘you the man who did this?” Prindle re- 
plied: ‘‘Yes, I am the man.’ When 
asked at the police station his reason for 
committing the fearful deed, he said: 
‘‘When a man acts improperly with an- 
other man’s wife the husband takes the 
law into his own hands, doesn’t he?’ 
Continuing, he said: was from my 
own wife I learned he had taken improper 
liberties with her. She first told me of it 
about eight weeks ago. She also told 
several other people.’’ Soon after Prin- 
dle’s arrest he sent a letter to a Mrs. 
Watson, of East Oakland, requesting her 
to go to his wife. Prindle was much ex- 
cited but made clear statements. He 
declined to say anything further until he 
had conferred with his attorney. Dr. J. 
H. Wythe, afriend of the murdered phy- 
sician, said: ‘‘When Dr. Buck retired 
from the case last spring I attended Mrs. 
Prindle. She is undogbtedly insane and 
labors under the halindeination: that Dr. 
Buck had been guilty of unprofessional 
conduct in her case.’’ 
DAMAGING STORIES ABOUT BUCK, | 
San Francisco, May 25.—Mrs. Harden- 
burg, wife of General J. R. Hardenburg, 
of East Oakland, at whose house the 
Prindles lived, said of what Prindle says. 
‘‘Whatever he has told you is true,” and 
raising her right hand she said: ‘‘I believe 
in the existence of a God, and I swear, as 
I stand here, that everything Prindle has 
told you is true, and may God strike me 
dead this instant if what I now say to you 
is not true. There are plenty of people 
around here who will be ready to come 
forward and tell what they know about 
that man, and whatever has happened 
to him he deserves it all. Shooting was 
far too good a death for him todie.’’ Dr. 
Chas. H. Pinkerton, the physician at pres- 
ent in attendance on Mrs. Prindle, said 
he had occasion some time ago to prefer 
charges of Pog rofessional conduct against 
Dr. Buck in the Alameda County Medical 
Society, and after trial Buck was found 
guilty and expelled.

| When the average citizen surveys the 


vast territory over which our ambitious

plates her future probabilities, he is 
constrained to see the pressing need of 
a system of fire alarm telegraph. And 
when he pays taxes for the support of 
any system, he is entitled to know that 
the one he pays for is the best and saf- 
est. Of coarse most Angeleiios—differ- 
ing from dwellers in other cities—un- 
derstand the principles and mechanism 


of fire alarm telegraphs; but the few 
who do not will be interested in the fol- 
lowing: 


sented in ourcity. Like different sew- 
ing machines, they have many points 
in common. All have a central station 
or telegraph headquarters, where the 
batteries are, with wires radiating to 
different parts of the city, each wire 
passing through one or more engine 
houses and several alarm boxes, which 


— by some one having a key to the 
x 
wire it must be repeated from the cen- 
tral station to allthe others. This re- 
peating is done by an attendant, or, in 
one system, by automatic mevhanism. 
All can be supplied with telegraph“ in- 
struments for the police, All can use 
ligntning arresters, to save the instru- 
ments from injury daring thunder 
storms. All can use a trap lock—by 


released by the chief engineer, and so 
the number of the key and the person 
giving the alarm Made known. This is 
important as a preventive of false alarms 
by evil persons. All can utilize church 
and school bells, without 
with their ordinary use. 

These and other devices are common 
to all systems. The public cannot be 
expected to understand mechanical de- 
tails, but of course requires results. 

There is one important difference 
which involves results; and my prin- 
cipal object in writing is to call atten- 
tion to that difference. Some systems 
work with an n circuit, and one 
within a closedircuit. The difference 
is vital, and is precisely what people 
should know. 

A circuit is acircle. A wire starts 
from the zine end of the ,battery, goes 
through Various instruments in engine 
houses and alarm boxes, and returns to 
the copper end of the battery. Now the 
electricity is active. If the wire be 
broken at any point, all influence ceases, 
—to be renewed, of course, when the 
ends are touched together. In the 
alarm boxes of the open circuit system, 
the wire entering from one direction 
terminates in a wheel, having teeth to 
representa number. The wire from the 
other direction is touched by these 
teeth when the wheel revolves. In the 
closed circuit system, instead of teeth 
there are notches. Every notch gives a 
a on the bells, just as every tooth 

es. 

_ Now here comes the difference: If, by 
accident or design, the wire of the closed 
circuit system be broken, the effect is 
like that produced by a notch, and all 
the belis give one stroke. If the wire 
of the open circuit system be broken, 
perhaps in a dozen places, no notice 
whatever is given until a -fire occurs, 
and it is found impossible to give an 
alarm. 

One systeni i is 60 arranged that whole 
wires and a good current keep the bells 
from striking; the other leaves them 
free, and then asks them {fo strke when 
required. One watches over the city 
without a second’s intermission and 
gives instant warning of failing battery 
or broken instrument or wire; the otler 
is helpless against fiends and knows 
nothing of a break until too late. 

Knowing these things, can any one 
hesitate as to a choice of systems? I 
should favor the closed-circuit system 
if it cost ten times as* much as the 
other. It may be cheaper for aught I 
know, as I have made no inquiries as 
to prices, and have no interest in any 
system, past, present or future, beyond 
that of a citizen and tax-payer. 

+ There is one other requisite for a 
complete system of alarms, and that 
is an automatic repeater. By this 
wonderful machine, when an alarm 
comes,in over one wire, it is sent to all 
the others with mechanical accuracy 
and precision, so that all danger of 
mistake is avoided. If, however, this 
canpot be found in a closed-circuit sys- 
tem, it should be sacrificed as of far 
less importance. The superiority of 
the closed circuit cannot be over- 
estimated, and should outweigh all 
other considerations. 

It would be interesting to review the 
indicator in each engine-house, which 
presents piain figures as the alarm 
comes in, and then locks itself so that 
other alarms cannot change it; the de- 
vice by which, when two boxes on the 
same wire are rung at the same time, 
the one that starts first, by a hair’s 
breadth, holds the fort in spite of the 
other; the two-wire circuit, whereby, 
when one is broken by moving build- 
ings, repairing poles, etc., the neigh. 
boring boxes can be grounded and a 
ws" wire used until repairs are made; 
tite designs for testing the whole system 
of apparatus without giving an alarm, 
and other matters; but I have doubtless 
already written more than the editor 
will be willing to give space for. I 
must add, however, that the toothed 
and notched wheels are significant only 
when they are a part of the wire. I 
bave seen an alarm box where a notched 
whee] was used merely as a mechanical 
movement to touch the ends of the wire 
in an open-circuit system.

Jesus 
t apart or commanded any day 
of restior recreation, nor his disciples 
after him. The early Christians used to 
come together on the first day of the week 
to celebrate the resurrection of the Beer 
of Bethlehem, and they gave it 
name of the Lord’s Day, but not th 
least authority can be found in the old\ 


day of the week shall beobserved. Jesus 
said, when accused of breakiug the Jew- 
ish Sabbath, that the Sabbath was made 
for man and not man for the Sabbath, 
and this rebuke applies with great 
force to that class of people who would 
dictate to all others just the manner in 
which they shall spexd the first day ot 
the week, improperly called the Sab- 
bath. There is a growing idea among 
intelligent and liberal-minded people, 
(and 1 think I have as much right to 
say it is the popular idea as anyone has 
to say so of their idea), that what the 
lowly Nazarene said of the Jewish Sab- 
bath is equally true of the modern 
Lord’s Day or Sunday. St. Paul, the 
greatest of the early Christian Aposties, 
is good authority that the primitive 
Christians had*no day whatever set 
apart as holy. He says, Ist Cor.,* x, 29: 
‘*For why i is my liberty judged of an- 
other man’s conscience?’’ In Gallatians 
iv, 10 and 11, he says, ‘“‘Ye observe 
days and months and times and years; 
I am afraid of you lest I have bestowed 
upon you labor in vain.’’ In Romans, 
xiv, 5, he says, ‘‘One man esteemeth 
one day above another, another esteem- 
eth every day alike ; let every man be 
fully pursuaded in his own mind.”’ In 
Collossians, ii, 16, he ‘pays, ‘Let no 
man, therefore, judge you in meat, or 
in drink, or in respect of a holy day, or 

of the new moon, or of the Sabbath 
days.’’ 

So far as New Testament authority 
goes, it gives the greatest liberty of 
thought and action regarding Sabbath 
days or days of rest. What is really 
sacred about the matter is a day of rest 
and recreation} and the nght of every 
individual to spend or use the day as he 
or she thinks/best, providing the rights 
of others afe respected. 

There is ja growing conviction among 
intelligent and common-sense people 
that-all time, i. e., each hour and min- 
ute, is good and holy, and sacred for its 
appropriate and legitimate uses, and that 
any act which is a sin or transgression 
on the first day of the week is equally 
so on every other day of the week. If 
the clergy ana church people would at- 
tract the masses from the sea beach, 
the gardens, groves and fields, either on 
Sunday or any other time, I have no 
doubt they could do so by dropping 
dogmas and doctrines, and patterning 
after Jesus, whom ‘‘the common people 
heard gladly’’ because he denounced 
their oppressors withont stint or fear. 
Such sermons as St. James gives in his 
epistle, 5th chapter, would doubtless 
fill some of the vacant pews. The peo- 
ple are anxiously looking for a religion 
that will save them {from the greed, ex- 
tortion and oppression of this world. 
When such a one is found it will be 
good evidence of its efficacy in the

A DESPERADO’S CRIME AND CAPTURE.

Alameda Street Beyond Jefferson the Scene— 
\ A Few Words About Tamales Cost a 


Life—Aguirre’s Good Work. 


Sunday evening a most cold-blooded 
murder took place on Alameda street, 
about one hundred and fifty yards 
south of its intersection with Jefferson. 
A Trwgs reporter, who visited the spot, 
gathered thé following information from 
parties there: Manuel Moraga, a Mexi- 
can laborer living on Jefferson street, 
had been passing most of Sunday with 
friends at the saloon of C. Lopez at 
that place. Moraga was about twenty- 
six years old, nearly six feet tall, 

weighed about one hundred and eighty 
pounds, and was muscularly built. He 
wasa quiet man and not intoxicated. 
Jesus Figueroa, another Mexican la- 
borer about thirty years old, weighing 
about one hundred and forty pounds, 
and of a quarrelsome disposition, was 
there in the afternoon, drinking. It 
is alleged that he reiterated threats to 
kill a man before sundown. He had 
some tamales—about 60 cents’ worth— 
to which some of the twenty or thirty 
bystanders helped themselves. Moraga 
did not take any. Figueroa then de- 
manded pay, and was asked how much, 

whereupon he began to cull the crowd 
‘‘malditos Batucos.’’ Morago asked him 
why he insulted them, and he turned 
on Moraga with an opened jack-knife, 
whose four-inch blade a keen 
bowie pvint. The parties had by this 
time moved from the porch of the tiny 
saloon almost to the track of the Wi'- 
mington branch of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, some forty feet away. Here 
the fatal blow was struck. The blade— 
as shown yesterday by an autopsy-—en- 
tered the breast four inches to the right 
of the left nipple, and about two inches 
higher than the nipple, ranged down- 

ward to the left, and entered the right 
ventricle of the heart about an inch. 

Moraga staggered across the track and 
fell under a blue gum on the west side 
of Alameda street, thirty-three feet 
from the track. He got up again, 
walked along the west side of the street 
for thirty feet, and sank to rise no more. 
A pool of drying, blood-mixed dust still 


| marked the latter spot yesterday after- 


noon. Moraga lived about ten minutes 
after he was stabbed. The murderer 
was knocked down and disarmed. 
When allowed to rise, he fled, and es— 
caped in the vineyards. An ularm was 
given to the authorities, and Moraga’s 
body was taken, hours later, to Albert 
Brown’s morgue. The following dia- 
gram explains the scene of the murder:

Sabars Lopez sworn: Don’t know 
anything of the cause of Moraga’s death. 
Saw him two hours after he was kilied, 
lying in road on right-hand side of rail- 
road, about twenty steps from saloon, 
with his face up. He was a good man. 
Figueroa was in the habit of getting 
drunk. 

G. Lopez sworn: I keep the saloon 
where the trouble was. Deceased was 
a good man forme. i never saw him 
drunk, and he was not quarrelsome. I 
didn’t see the trouble. Am not much 
acquainted with Figueroa. He was 


eard that the stabbing was not done in 
the saloon, but outside, across the rail— 
road, about sundown. 

Angelita Alvarez sworn: Deceased 
was my husband. We have been mar- 
ried one year. We were living together. 
I go by his name. ~ He was a very quiet 
man, and never looked fora fight. I 
know Figueroa, who was always looking 
for a fight. He has stabbed another 
man, but did not kill him. Don’t know 
anything gbout the trouble Sunday. I 
was at home eating supper when I 
heard of it. My husband was lying 
dead in the street when I saw him. 

M. Carrisoza sworn: I recognize the 
body as that of Moraga, but don’t know 
who killed him. He worked all the 
time I knew him, and was not in the 
habit of getting drunk. He was at my 
‘house between 3 and 4 o’clock—an 
hour or so before the killing. Figueroa

Antonio Nunio sworn: Have known 
deceased about four years. His repu-— 
tation was good.

Don’t know the cause of 
the trouble. Deceased had ‘no weap- 
ons. Did not see him take off 
his coat in the saloon. The saloon was 
not shut up. They all stayed inside. 

Ovania Rivera sworn: I last saw de- 
ceased aliye at 5 p: m.in the door of 
the saloon, where I was talking with | 
him. Figueroa made some remarks to 
deceased, took out a knife and com- 
menced stabbing at deceased, who de- 
fended himself by throwing sand at 
Figueroa. This was on the outside ot 
the saloon. After cutting Moraga, who 
fell, Figueroa came for me. I knocked 
him down and some one took his knife 
away. He thenran away and escaped, 
though I followed him. Deceased was 
a good man. I didn’t know Figueroa. 
[Rivera came before the Coroner after 
the jury was discharged. 

The verdict was that Manuel Moraga, 
a native of Mexico, aged 26 years, came 
to his death May 24th, ‘‘by reason of a 
wound produced by a sharp instrument 
in the left breast, which entered the 
heart.

The 
arrest was made at 6:50. As 
the prisoner was being brought in, they 
met the wagon containing Moraga’s 
corpse, then being taken home. On 
being told of the fact, Figueroa turned 
white as death; and when informed that 
bis knife had passed through Moraga’s 
heart, he put his hand on bis own heart 
and groaned. Figueroa did not at any 
time go far from the scene of murder. 

Sunday night he hid in the tank-house 
on Mrs. Butier’s place, where his tracks 
were found. He says also that Deputy 
Aguirre in the search passed within 50 
feet of him several times. He claims 
to have been so drunk as to have known 
nothing at the time of the murder. He 
was lodged in jail at 7:15. 

Figueroa is said to be a regular 
monte-dealer. Alexander Vigués states 
that early on Sunday Be, sce threat- 
ened him with a dirk revolver for 
refusing to ‘‘set up’’ the . One 
Larres, a pal of Figueroa’s, drew a dirk 
in Lopes’ s saloon, just before the mur- 
der: Moraga di him, anda few 
minutes later was a corpse.
